parallel in'tne history of Allen couu- 
.ty casualties. 


The boy in question was at the time 


feeding sorghum cane into a crush- 
er, and by some means not explained 
he lost his balance, "and in endeavor- 
ing to regain it thrust his hand for- 
ward, which "coming in contact with 
the cogs of the crusher was caught, 
and 
in 
a 
moment was 
in- 


extricably 
drawn 
forward, and 


into the machinery. The boy never 
made an outcry but gave the alarm in 
aa indifferent manner, and when the 
machine was stopped drew the 


SHAPELESS ItASS 


of black quivering flesh from betweea 
the cogs, and, holding it up, said to his 
mother, who was by, "Here, mother, 
cut this off," and walking off laid his 
arm on a block and again requested her 
to cut it off. She, with considerable 
natural trepidation, seized a hatchet 
and by a few well directed blows 
severed the mangled member from 
her son's arm, while he never exhibit- 
ed one sign of pain and bore tbe in- 
fliction with unflinching composure.

Younge would not listen to the propo- 
sition at nil, but upon the piteous 
pleadings of the boy that he be not 
etherized and promisingthat he would 
not flinch, he consented to attempt 
the operation without it, and proceeded 
to work. 


The operation wag successfully per- 


fnrmed, being an amputation of th« 
f jrearm, and the flaps were taken from 
tlie solid and healthy flesh and the 
bone sawed through, and throughout 
the whole operation the young fellow 
never evinced the slightest Bense of 


lin, never made an outcry of any 
nd 
nor 
demonstration 
of any 


kind, except to once or twice 


GRATE HIS TEETH. 


The whole operation did not occupy 
more than ten minutes at the farthest. 


Dr. Youuge regarded the caie aa 


one of the most remarkable for a dis- 
play of stoicism he. ever witnessed, not 
only on the part of the boy but his par- 
ents also, and statesitas his belief that 
the sensitive nerves of the lad's body 
are dead, either from disease or from 
hereditary causes. The boy will be 
brought to the City Hospital to-mor- 
row for treatment during his conva- 
laescence.

Creek. He saw three Indians, and he 
aud Eugene Taylor, one of Merritt'sj 
Bcouts, iired upon them and they 
treated upon the bed of the creek. 


Draes came into Bawlins this morn 
ing as an escort with the body o: 
Lieut. AVeir, which was a short dist 
ance ahead of him, and also a number' 
of 
ranchmen 
on 
their 
way 
to 
Snake River. 
Lieut. Weirs' body 
will be here on Thursday morning 
and will be received by Col. Brackett's 
command. 
Funeral services will be 
held after which the remains will be 
shipped east.

The boy in question was at the time 
feeding sorghum cane into a crush- 
er, and by some means not explained 
be lost his balance, and in endeavor* 
ing to regain it thrust his hand for- 
ward, which coming in contact with 
the cogs of the crusher was caught,

mother, who was by, "Here, mother, 
cut this off," and walking off laid his 
arm on a block and again requested her 
to cut it off. !Sho, with considerable 
natural trepidation, seized a hatchet 
and by a few well directed blows 
severed the mangled member from 
her son's arm, while he never exhibit- 
ed one sign of pain and bore tbe in- 
fliction with unflinching composure.

Younge would not listen to the propo- 
sition at all, but upon the piteous 
pleadings of the boy that he be not 
etherized and promising that he would 
not flinch, he consented to attempt 
the operatioa without it, and proceeded 
to work. 


The operation was successfully per- 
formed, being an amputation of th« 
f jrearm, and the flaps were taken from 
the solid and healthy flesh and the 
hone sawed through, and throughout 
the whole operation the young fellow 
never evinced the slightest sense of 
pain, never made an outcry of any

demonstration' of

kind, except to once or twice 
GEATE HIS TEETH. 


The whole operation did not occupy 
more than ten minutes at the farthest. 


Dr. Youuge regarded the case as 
one of the most remarkable for a dis- 
play of stoicism he ever witnessed, not 
only on the part of the boy but his par- 
ents also, and states it as his belief that 
the sensitive nerves of the lad's body 
are dead, either from disease or from 
hereditary causes. The boy will be 
brought to the City Hospital t»-mor- 
row k)r treatment during his conva- 
laescence.

Emma Zinck was on the witness 
stand in the Swayne murder trial 
when our report of yesterday's pro- 
ceedings concluded. 
She continued: 


After her husband had left her at 
Lafayette she returned to this city 
and did washing for two years; dur- 
ing all this time she did no work for 
any young man. 


On cross-examination 
she, grew 
excited 
and 
refused 
to 
relate 
circumstancQs in

to her 
mother's life, after which refusal she 
broke down completely and rave way 
to a flood of tears. 
A lively 
scene 
occurred between the counsel, where- 
at the judge stated that if it was again 
repeated he should fine and imprison 
the offenders. 


EEBE3CA 
AV^IEST'S EVIDECEN. 


As the witness still continued her 
sobs and cries she was temporarily 
excused and Rebecca Weistwas called 
who testified : I live three 
miles 
west of Fort Wajme; my name before 
marriage was Fuller; my mother is 
living; my husband has a brother 
liviug southeast of Fort 
Wayne in 
Pleasant township; I was at the fair 
ground on the 4th of July last; my 
husband was at home in the evening, 
as he left me in the afternoon; John 
Sheehy came to me at the dance 
stand in the evening; saw John 
Swayne there before Sheehy arrived; 
Sheehy wished me to go to the woods 
but I refused to go; we went as far as 
the first trees "when 
Rose Overly, 
Emma Zinck and Jack Swayne came 
to us; I do not know how long we 
remained there; Ave all went home 
together; I last saw him standing 
there by the tree; did not see him 
lying on the ground; on our way out 
of the fair grounds Mr. Swayne said 
he must have 
stabbed 
that man 
pretty deep for there was blood on his 
hand; 
he 
showed 
me 
the 
knife, 
a 
white 
handled 
one; 
did not see Swayne have anything in 
his hand when standing by Sheehey; 
staid all night at Rose 
Richards's; 
Swayne went as far as the gate with 
us, and do not know where he went 
thereafter; 
Em Zinck climbed into 
the window and opened the door; 
Jack Swayne came to the house the 
next morning betwen 8 and O o'clock; 
Swayne called out Em Zinck who 
called out the rest of us; do not 
know whether Hale Overly was there 
or not; Swayne said the girls had bet- 
ter go home with me; Swayne left 
and we went into the house; we went 
to the street ears where I left the 
girls and went across the river; the 
girls met me later and went to my 
house; Jack Swayne came io my 
house about 2 o'clock and remained 
about two hours; did not speak to 
him when he arrived; had no conver- 
sation with him, nor did I hear any 
conversation between him and others; 
saw Swayne, my husband aud the 
girls sitting under the apple tree; 
think I saw Swayne jump over a fence; 
was in the house when he left; 
do not know when he left; was scrub- 
bing at the time; Emma Zinck came 
into the house and asked for a drink 
of water. 


Cross-examined.—I have lived in 
this town nineteen years; am living 
with my man at our home; was in the 
jail about a week, confined in the 
same cell with Rose Overly and Em- 
ma Zinck; never stayed at Rose Rich- 
ards; live three miles from town; have 
known Em Zinck during the summer; 
have known Rose Overly about nine 
years; waa bailed out of jail about 
jiuly 18, 1879; after getting out of 
jail returned frequently to see Em 
Zinck and Rose Overly; don't know 
how often I made visits to the jail; 
was allowed to enter the jail without 
an order from the sherifU 


The defense asked if she had been 
watched by the jailor or sheriff. [Ob- 
jected to by the prosecution.] 


The defense stated their intention 
of proving by these questions that a 
conspiracy Jiad been formed between 
the witness and Rose Overly and Em 
Zinck to shield Rose Overly, who was 
the real killer of Sheehy, and to shift 
the responsibility onto Swayne. [Ob- 
jection overruled.] 


Witnes.s resumed: Sometimes the 
turnkey remained with us and some- 
times he did not; stayed at different 
times from half an hour to two hours; 
never spoke with the girls about the 
trial. 
[Colerick here asked, jf sfee did 
not mean "hardly ever," a t which 
everybody groaned.]

around at the time, but I didn't wish 
to raise any fuss; he did not pull me 
off my feet; he pulled me about four 
minutes, and in that time he pulled 
mesóme distance; I did not know 
Sheehy at the time; I said that there 
comes my sister-in-law, and you had 
better let me go; at this he put his 
arm around me; at the time I was 
about as angrj'as I am now. 
[In an- 
swer to a question by the court]—It 
was about half way betwecTn the plat- 
form and the gate that Swayne showed 
me the knife. 


A long discussion arose in regard to 
an objection to the question ' ' W h a 
spoke first after you left the woods?" 
The court took the case under advise- 
ment till morning and adjourned the 
court, after giving instructions that 
the jury be kept together.

REBECCA WIEST'S EVIDENCE. 


Arguments were resumed in regard 
to the cross-examination ctf Rebecca 
Weist.

Walpole Colerick stated that they 
proposed to prove that Jacob Weist 
had drowned Lingle because he had 
seen Rose Overly kill John Sheehy, 
and that he Avas'put out of the way, 
and this damnable conspiracy formed 
to convict vSwayne in order to shield 
Rose Overly. 
[Sensation.] 


The objection was sustained and 
exseptions taken by the defense.

Tiiequestion of the stability of the feed- 
er dam, although an important one, has 
beeii 
so often and so ably discussed 
throuüih yonr public prints and elsewhere 
tliHt I deem it unnecessary to lengthen 
this communication by attempting to add 
anything to tlie very full and complete 
information already before you relative 
to this part of the subject. In the event 
ofast^rious calamity, Kuch a« the loss of 
the dam or a n y material part ol it, your 
source of supply would not be interrupted 
fis the intlueut pipe to the river below the 
dam would come into requisition, and 
yonr auxilliary steam machinery could be 
relied upon for pumping until the com- 
pletion of repairs.
